Some Debate But no Work Till the 
Holidays 
are 
Over—Committees 
Likely To Be Announced Friday or 
Saturday—Lake 
Levels 
to 
Be 
Raised—Washington News. 
W ashington, Dec. 16.—This will be 
the last week in the house before the re­ 
cess for the Christmas holidays, and 
practically the only thing that will be 
accomplished will be the appointment 
of the committees, which Speaker Reed 
■will announce on Friday or Saturday, 
when the recess is taken. 
As a pre­ 
lim inary to the appointment of the 
committees, the proceedings will prob­ 
ably be enlivened by several days of 
active skirmishing. 
The 
house is 
operating under the rules of the Fifty- 
first congress. 
In that congress the 
membership of the leading committees, 
like ways and means, appropriations, 
judiciary, etc., was fifteen members. 
Owing to the increase in the member­ 
ship of the blouse, as a result of the 
eleventh census, and the admission of 
the fourth northwestern territories in 
1890, the membership of those commit­ 
tees was increased in the Fifty-second 
congress to seventeen. 
It will be nec­ 
essary, therefore, to bring in amend­ 
ments to the rules under which the 
house is now operating to increase the 
membership of these 
committees 
to 
seventeen. 
Although the general de­ 
bate on the rules will not come until 
the rules committee makes its report 
after the holidays, still it is not un­ 
likely that the proposition to increase 
the membership of the committees re­ 
ferred to will precipitate general de­ 
bate. 
If it does not, another resolu­ 
tion, which will be offered today or 
Tuesday, will. 
This will be in the 
shape of a resolution to divide the com­ 
m ittee on elections. 
There are twenty-nine contested seats 
in the present house, an unprecedented 
number. 
Experience has shown that 
the consideration of election cases is 
long and tedious, and it has repeatedly 
happened, as in the last congress, that 
the end of the second session and final 
adjournment is 
reached with some 
cases still pending. 
The house lead­ 
ers, therefore, concluded it wise to di­ 
vide the committee this year, in order 
to facilitate the consideration of the 
cases. The Democrats charge that this 
plan is to be pursued that Democrats 
may be more promptly ousted from 
their seats, and the debate will doubt­ 
less 
develop 
considerable partisan 
rancor. 
In case the correspondence over the 
Venezuelan boundary line is not sent 
to congress today or Tuesday, a reso­ 
lution calling for it may be passed. It 
is not improbable, also, that the re­ 
port of Secretary Carlisle, which will 
be submitted today, may be brought be­ 
fore the house by some parliamentary 
device, and made the subject of an ex­ 
citing debate. 
Speeches are promised in the senate 
during the week on various topics now 
before that body. 
Senator Hill prob­ 
ably will talk on the Monroe doctrine, 
Senator W hite on the senate rules, and 
Senator Stewart on his resolution re­ 
garding the effect of the rate of ex­ 
change on agriculture and manufac­ 
tures between gold standard and silver 
standard countries. 
There also is a 
probability of some speeches on Sen­ 
ator Peffer’s bill regarding senatorial 
funerals. This is the only billfof gen­ 
eral importance which has been re 
ported from committee. It is possible 
th at the reorganization question may 
come up during the latter part of the 
■ 
week, hut the best opinion is that the 
reorganization will not be perfected be­ 
fore the holidays. The adjournment for 
Christmas is expected to take place on 
Friday.

W ashington, 
Dec. IG.—Representa­

Nicaraguan Minister Recalled. 
W ashington, Dec. 16.—The diplomatic 
representation of Nicaragua has been 
discontinued for the first time in many 
years, and, as a measure of economy, 
no legation 
will be 
maintained 
at 
W ashington. 
This action is a matter 
o f surprise to officials here, owing to 
th e importance of some of the ques­ 
tions. notably the canal in which the 
United States and Nicaragua are mu­ 
tually interested. Dr. Guzman has pre­ 
sented his letters of recall to the state 
departm ent, and has entered upon the 
practice of medicine at his home, which 
«was formerly the Nicaragua legation.

Thousands cf Worn un and Children With­ 
out Food or Shelter-Americans Safe. 
Constantinople, Dec. 16.—The British 
vice-consul at Van tells a ghastly story 
of the situation in that city. He says 
that thousands of women and girls are 
wandering 
through 
the 
snow-piled 
streets without food or shelter, and 
barefoot, their ravishers having left 
them only a chemise and some of them 
only a cloth to cover their nakedness. 
An eye-witness of the barbarity of 
the massacre at Kaisarich on Nov. 30 
says that men and women were liter 
ally hacked to pieces to the number of 
several hundred. Some of the Turks 
say that a thousand were killed.. 
Saturday afternoon several thousand 
fierce fellows came from the villages in 
the vicinity. Many women were ab­ 
ducted. The Armenians of Kaisarich 
were always quiet and law-abiding. All 
this information is in the hands of 
the 
ambassadors, with names and 
dates. 
The Zeitoun tragedy is approaching 
an end. At the Semanlik Saturday the 
sultan's secretary informed the Euro­ 
peans that the Zeitounlis committed a 
horrible outrage; that they had de­ 
scended en masse from the hills and 
burned the Moslem village of Marlia 
and killed every inhabitant. 
This is a foul lie invented by Izzet 
Bey, the clever Arabic scoundrel who 
now rules the sultan and the empire. 
He maintains his power by pandering 
to the sultan’s thirst for Armenian 
blood. Everybody is aware that Zei­ 
toun was surrounded by troops and 
bashi-bazouks and that such a sortie is 
impossible. The object of the false­ 
hood is to alienate sympathy from the 
Armenians. This means that the doom 
of the Zeitounlis is sealed. The sultan 
means to seize an excuse to order their 
extermination. 
News is daily received here of thou­ 
sands of Armenians who are offered the 
choice between Islam and death. At 
Mar ash an Armenian who was ordained 
an Anglican 
clergyman 
refused the 
choice and was killed by slow torture. 
At Karpoot two Protestants preached 
and were murdered for the same cause. 
At Achme fifty-two persons died as 
m artyrs 16 their religion. At Ouzoon a 
arge number of Armenians were cap­ 
tured and led to a neighboring Turkish 
village, where they were ordered to 
change their faith. Fifty of them 
rushed into the Euphrates and were 
drowned, the Turks shooting them 
while they were in the water. At Hoh 
eighty-five were killed. 
The French guard ship Faucon has 
arrived here in accordance with the 
permission granted by the sultan upon 
the demand of the powers, and has 
joined the British gunboat Dryad, the 
French war vessel Archimede, and the 
Austrian gunboat Sebenico, which ar­ 
rived during the week. 
The Kurds continue to pillage the Ar­ 
menian villages without opposition 
from the helpless inhabitants or from 
the authorities. 
During the last three 
weeks 160 villages have been sacked 
and seventy men killed. 
The villages 
of Serai, Hazira, Bohazkessen, Hadjik- 
ishla, and the Armenian 
district of 
Haisalser have been laid waste. 
The 
village of Lamasguird has been raided 
four times in one week. The author! 
ties have made no attem pt whatever to 
put a stop to the Kurdish raids or to 
punish the perpetrators of them. The 
Armenians are in a state of utter dis 
pair over their situation. 
The ambassadors of the powers here 
are finding that it is useless to address 
communications to the Porte on this 
subject, as the sultan is convinced that 
the European concert is a mere feint. 
Although the immediate cause of the 
recent widespread panic here was the 
quarrel between two Armenians, it now 
appears that a wholesale attack upon 
all the Armenians in the city, looking 
to their extermination, was really pro­ 
jected on that day. 
The attack was to 
commence a t l l o’clock in the morning, 
but the plan was frustrated by the state 
of alarm and excitement created by the 
quarrel between two Armenians, which 
served as a warning to the other Ar­ 
menians in the city and caused them 
to take refuge in their houses. 
Much relief is felt among the friends 
of American missionaries over the news 
that has been received by United States 
Minister Terrell from Aintab, Biti is, 
Karpoot, Marsovan, Caesarea, and Ta 
lass, and which contains assurances 
that the missionaries at these points 
are safe. 
They are under the protec 
tion of Turkish troops, In accordance 
with peremptory demand made upon 
the Porte by Minister Terrell. 
Reports 
to Mr. Terrell from these points, al­ 
though they give the comforting assur­ 
ance that no harm has thus far come 
to the missionaries, say that danger 
still exists, and convey the impression 
that the fear of further outbreaks is by 
no means p a st 
Word has also been 
received that the American ladies at 
Hadiin are safe.

United Statea Consul 
Triable 
Boose Suggestions. 
Washington, Dec. 16.—United States 
Consul Tingle at Brunswick, Germany, 
has made some interesting observations 
to the state department as to the 
method by which the manufacturers of 
the United States may derive most sub­ 
stantial benefits from our consular serv 
ice and give a tremendous impetus to 
American trade which is now debarred 
from foreign markets through the su­ 
perior energy and co-operation of the 
British and German traders. 
In brief, he suggests that the manu­ 
facturers of one class of goods through 
one of their associations call upon the I pound, 
state department to procure through 
its consuls in a selected country full 
information as to the kind of product* 
in their line that might be profitably 
introduced . To this end, the consuls 
are to consult local merchants and 
boards of trade. Upon these reports the 
manufacturers’ association would ship 
to the chosen points samples of their 
goods addressed to the consul, who 
would hire at the expense of the ex­ 
hibitors a proper showman and display 
the wares to the local merchants in­ 
vited to be present, giving them full 
descriptions of the various exhibits, 
statements of price, tariff rates, and 
other essential information.

“ I prefer to believe th a t the m ajor­ 
ity of people find themselves in a con­ 
dition of m ental anguish more intense 
th a n bodily suffering, as a result of 
a wrong start in life. . In youth the 
feet were led into paths of error and 
ain and the whole life in a mysterious 
Tray has developed ia a wrong direc 
lion, causing remorse. 
*1 never in­ 
tended this should be my portion,’ 
voices the thoughts of millions today. 
T h a t cry calls for sympathy; unless 
you and I are demons a t heart we will 
respond in tender forgiveness. Pleas­ 
ures entice, sin promises good and 
before they are really conscious of 
danger there is an 
inheritance of 
trouble and sorrow.
